History of the N. J. C. A. A. 

'T'HE National Junior College Athletic Association was formed at a meeting of coaches held May 14, 1938 
4 at Fresno College, Fresno, California. The organization was formed for the purpose of promoting and 
improving junior college athletics in the United States. The first form of national competition sponsored 
by the NJCAA was the national track and field meet. This meet has been held every year since 1939 except 
1943-45. In 1945 the NJCAA sanctioned an invitational basketball tournament at Compton College, Califor¬ 
nia and this tournament grew into the association’s regional ar.d national basketball tournament program as 
it is today. The first NJCAA national basketball tournament was held in 1948 at Springfield, Missouri. Since 
1949 the tournament has been held in Hutchinson and since 1951 the national track meet has also been held 
in Hutchinson. The NJCAA also conducts national competition in golf, swimming, tennis, boxing and 
gymnastics. 

The annual meeting of the NJCAA is held each year during the national basketball tournament at 
which time the representatives of the member schools, the administrative officers and the regional vice 
presidents establish the codes and policies governing the athletic program of the association in national 
competitions.

Trojan Player Profile 


UALR junior forward Maurice Bowie 
learned many things growing up on a small 
farm in Ludlow, Miss. 

He sharpened his basketball skills on a dirt 
court that he help build behind his house. He 
learned how to ride horses, grow vegetables 
and take care of livestock. 

Bowie also learned a skill that sets 
him apart from his Trojan team¬ 
mates — how to gut a pig. 

“The first thing is you have 
to shoot it in the head,” 

Bowie said. “My dad 
showed me how to cut 
the pig open and clean him 
out. We used almost every 
part of the pig, from the feet to 
the ears. I like hog head soup, it 
tastes good.” 

Besides appreciating the delicacy of 
pig parts, Bowie has 
learned to appreciate the 
hard work that goes into 
becoming a good basket¬ 
ball player. And many of those lessons have 
been developed recently. 

“I played football when I was young,” 
Bowie said. “I really didn’t have much interest 
in basketball until I went to this camp with 
some friends in the tenth grade. After that, I 
started playing all the time on a dirt court be¬ 
hind my house. 

“I got pretty good so I tried out for the high 


school team. I averaged about 22 points per 
game, but I didn’t really know a lot about the 
game until I came here.” 

Bowie spent two years at East Central Com¬ 
munity College before deciding on UALR. He 
was a Mississippi Junior College All-Star and 
averaged almost 20 points per game during 
his sophomore season. 

His skills earned him scholarship of¬ 
fers from Louisiana Tech, Okla¬ 
homa State and Texas-San Anto¬ 
nio, but Bowie said he chose 
UALR for one reason — 
head coach Wimp 
Sanderson. 

“I really liked the coach¬ 
ing staff here, especially 
Wimp,” Bowie said. “I liked 
the fact that he tells you like it is. 
Plus he knows the game and he has a 
lot to teach his players.”
